If registered seed had no other val­ 
ve than to stop the spread of noxious 
weed seeds, all the money and effort 
ever expended to develop pure seed 
would be Justified, declares '1'. O. 
Stewart, evtension agronomist at the 
Colorado Agricultural college. 
“Probably 
more weed 
seeds 
are 
spread through crop seeds than in any 
other way,” Mr. Stewart says. “Reg­ 
istered seeds of the standard Colorado 
varieties can readily be obtained by 
any farmer Such seed, when planted, 
produces good yields of high quality 
crops. Carelessly selected seed often 
produces a mixed crop that is unprofit­ 
able for both the grower and the buy­ 
er. 
Mixed wheat, for instance, 
is 
severely 
penalized, especially when 
red and white wheats are mixed. 
Mixture of Grain Types. 
“A mixture of different types of 
grain not only brings a lower price on 
the market, but prevents harvesting 
at the right time because of the dif­ 
ferent ripening periods.” 
More fanners every year are appre­ 
ciating the importance of selecting and 
planting clean seed, whether their 
crop is to be sold as seed or sold on 
the market for commercial use. The 
variety or type of seed selected and 
planted depends upon the market de­ 
mands as well as its adaptability to a 
locality. 
Rotation of crops as well as clean 
seed is a big factor in keeping a field 
clear of noxious weeds and in prevent­ 
ing grain mixtures. 
Registered seed 
planted on a clean field will produce 
good seed for the next year and, with 
correct rotation, the crop will produce 
good seed for at least four years. It 
is advisable to purchase new seed at 
any time a mixture of seed or noxious 
weed seeds appear in the home-grown 
supply. 
Test for Germination. 
The Colorado seed laboratory at 
the college is equipped to handle seed 
samples for germination and purity 
tests. No charge is made for the first 
five samples submitted by farmers, 
and only small charges are made for 
additional samples. 
The state seed registration service 
at the college, which is under the su­ 
pervision of Mr. Stewart, provides for 
field inspections and grain registration 
In all parts of the state in order to 
tnake good seed available to Colorado 
farmers. County extension agents are 


Test work at several stations as 
well as practical experience indieata 
that there is no added virtue in mak­ 
ing the laying flock scratch in the lit­ 
ter for the grain fed them in the aft­ 
ernoon or evening.

FROST INJURED PEACH TREES

The past winter was the most se­ 
vere and the most damaging to fruit 
frees of any for many years. The in- 
J jury was much more serious to peach 
; O’ees than to the trees of other fruits.

this office indicate that many fruit 
growers and gardeners are more or 
less perplexed as to just what meth­ 
od of procedure to follow in pruning 
their injured trees. 
rI he amount of injury 
apparently 
' aries somewhat in different locali- 
ties and in different orchards, 
and 
ranges from a mere 
browming 
of 
< ambium layer (inner bark) 
to 
a 
complete darkening or killing of the 
wood. 
On first thought it may seem 
to 
the grower that severe heading back, 
or dehorning as it is commonly call­ 
'd, is the proper method of proced­ 
ure, and in cases of light or moder­ 
ate injury it 
may 
b e. 
In general, 
however, it is quite likely that only 
moderate pruning of trees that have 
reached bearing age or older will be 
the better plan to follow'. 
It is quite 
probable that the pruning may well 
be deferred until the trees have be­ 
gun growth, so that a rather definite 
estimate may be made of the extent 
of injury to each tree and the 
tree 
pruned accordingly.

IN TESTING SHOES SOLES 


Everyone knows that a postman is 
hard on shoes, so when chemists 
in 
the United States Department of Ag-1 
ricultre wanted help in an experiment 
to determine the 
relative 
wearing 
qualities of sole leather tanned 
by 
different processes they asked post­ 
men in Washington, D. C., to 
wear 
the test shoes. 
There are two common ways 
of 
tanning leather—vegetable 
tanning 
and chrome tanning. 
In recent years 
attempts have been made to combine! 


the two methods so as to get the de­ 
sirable qualities of each. 
The pro 
duct is known as 
chrome 
retanned 
leather. 
To get data on the actual 
qualities, those in charge of the ex­ 
periment had each postman wear one 
shoe half-soled with vegetable tan­ 
ned leather and the other half-soled 
with chorme retanned leather. 


Results of the experiment showed 
that the chrome 
retanned 
leathei 
wore longer than the vegetable tan­ 
ned leather, in some 
cases 
almost 
twice as 
long. 
Certain 
objections, 
however, were 
found 
to the chrome 
retanned leather. 
Leather tanned by 
this process 
absorbs 
water 
much 
more rapidly than that tanned 
by 
the vegetable process, and proved to 
be slippery on wet pavements. When 
chrome leather is 
heavily 
retanned 
its objectionable features are lessen­ 
ed, but in the experiment it was found 
that its wearing qualities were like­ 
wise decreasd.

Often Produces Unprofit­ 
able Crops. 


If registered seed had no other val- 
1* than to stop the spread of noxious 
weed seeds, all the money and effort 
ever expended to develop pure seed 
would be justified, declares T. O. 
Stewart, extension agronomist at the 
Colorado Agricultural college. 
“Probably more weed seeds are 
spread through crop seeds than In any 
other way," Mr. Stewart says. “Reg­ 
istered seeds of the standard Colorado 
varieties can readily be obtained by 
any fanner. Such seed, when planted, 
produces good yields of high quality 
crops. Careleasly selected seed often 
produces a mixed crop that Is unprofit­ 
able for both the grower and the buy­ 
er. 
Mixed wheat, for Instance, Is 
severely penalized, especially when 
red and white wheats are mixed. 
Mixture of Grain Types. 
“A mixture of different types of 
grain not only brings a lower price on 
the market, hut prevents harvesting 
• t the right time because of the dif­ 
ferent ripening periods.“ 
More fanners every year «re appre­ 
ciating the lmimrtnnce of selecting and 
planting clean seed, whether their 
crop la to he sold as seed or told on 
the market for commercial use. The 
variety or type of seed selected and 
planted depends upon the market de­ 
mands as well as Its adaptability to a 
locality. 
Rotation of cropa as well as clean 
teed la a big factor In keeping • field 
clear of noxious weed* and In prevent­ 
ing grain mixtures. Registered seed 
Planted on a clean field will produce 
goed teed for the next year and, with 
correct rotation, the crop will produce 
good seed for at least four years. It 
Is advisable to purchase new seed at 
nay time a mixture of seed or noxious 
waed seeds appear In the home-grown 
supply.

their injured trees. 
The amount of injury 
apparently 
varies somewhat in different locali­ 
ties and in different orchards, 
and 
ranges from a mere 
browning 
of 
cambium layer (inner bark) 
to 
a 
complete darkening or killing of the 
wood. 
On first thought it may seem 
to 
the grower that severe heading back, 
or dehorning as it is commonly call­ 
ed, is the proper method of proced­ 
ure, and in case» of light or moder­ 
ate injury it 
may 
be. 
In general, 
however, it is quite likely that only 
moderate pruning of trees that have 
leached beuring age or older will be 
the better plan to follow. 
It Is quite 
probable that the pruning may well 
be deferred until the trees have be­ 
gun growth, so that a rather definite 
estimate may be made of the extent 
of injury to each tree and the 
tree 
pruned accordingly. 
Trees that are 
Beverly injured will be 
considerably 
weakened and may need the help of 
all the live buds they have to start 
strongly headed back 
or 
dehomed

If »uch trees a rt 
early, many of them 
may 
fail 
to 
start growth. 
Trees that have been 
set but one year and are frozen near­ 
ly to the ground, had best be replac­ 
ed by new trees, provided uninjured 
stock can be had, but those that have 
suffered only moderate or slight 
in­ 
jury may be cut back, according 
to 
amount of injury. 
Trees of two 
or 
three season’s growth will repair the 
injury more readily and more effec­ 
tively than old trees, 
and 
may 
be 
benefited by relatively more 
severe 
pruning away of the injured wood. 


POSTMEN AND CHEMISTS 
IN TESTING SHOES SOLES 


Everyone knows that a postman is 
hard on shoes, so when chemists 
in 
the United States Department of Ag- 
ricultre wanted help in an experiment 
to determine the 
relative 
wearing 
qualities of sole leather tanned 
by 
different processes they asked post­ 
men in Washington, D. C., to 
wear 
the test shoes. 
There are two common ways 
of 
tanning leather—vegetable 
tanning 
and chrome tanning. 
In recent years 
attem pts have been made to combine 


the two methods so as to get the de 
sirable qualities of each. 
The pro 1 
duct is known as 
chrome 
retanned j 
leather. 
To get data on the actual 
qualities, those in charge of the ex­ 
perim ent had each postman wear one 
shoe half-soled with vegetable tan ­ 
ned leather and the other half-soled 
with chorine retanned leather. 
Results of the experiment showed 
that the chrome 
retanned 
leathei 
wore longer than the vegetable tan ­ 
ned leather, in some 
cases 
almost 
twice as 
long. 
Certain 
objections, 
however, were found 
to the chrome 
retanned leather. 
Leather tanned by 
this process 
absorbs 
water 
much 
more rapidly than that tanned 
by 
the vegetable process, and proved to 
be slippery on wet pavements. When 
chrome leather is 
heavily 
retanned 
its objectionable features are lessen­ 
ed, but in the experiment it was found 
that its waaring qualities war« like­ 
wise decreasd. 
i 
To insure 
accuracy in results six 
hides were divided into halves 
and 
the mate soles were cut from identi­ 
cal positions. 
The number of hours 
each pair of shoes 
was 
worn 
was 
carefully recorded. 
No waterproofing 
treatm ent was used for any of 
the 


• ! leather in the experiment.
